PASS NEW LIEN LAW 


AT PRESENT SESSION 


[SPECIAI, TO T1IK GAZETTi:.] 


Madlron, Wis., May 
31.—A 
new 
lien law has been placed on the stat- 
ute books by this session of the legis- 
lature. 
It 
materially modifies 
the 
present law and will nave a far reach- 
ing affect throughout the state. 
J'he 
bill provides 
that 
every 
mechanic 
who shall make, alter or repair any 
article of personal property at the re- 
quest of the.owner or legal possessor 
of auch property shall have a lion 
thereon for his Just and 
reasonable 
charges therefor. 
The 
Men given 
shall be prior to the lien of any chat- 
tie mortgage upon said property, or 
the right of any person in whom title 
to said property is reserved under a 
conditional sales 
contract, 
for 
all 
such charges-not exceeding seventy- 
five dollars in amount, and for the ex- 
cess 311 amount over 
$75, the 
lien 
given by this law shall be subject to 
the lien of any chatUe mortgage upon 
said property, or the right of any per- 
son in whom title to said property is 
reserved, under a conditional sales 
contract; the 
bill 
further 
provides 
that Ihe work for 
which the Hen is 
claimed shall have been done wi'.h 
tie express consent of the holder of 
such mortgage or the person who has 
reserved title under such conditional 
sales contract. This bill will make it 
possible for a person to file a lien at. 
any time. The lien, however, will not 
apply except to unpaid payments. If 
payments have been made to the prin- 
cipal ocntractor, the 
sub-contrac'or 
shall not have a lien against the prou- 
erty. The bill has been signed by the 
governor.

No 
such slaughter would have been pos- 
sible in former wars without provok- 
ing a panic. This has unquestionably 
been due to the system of psycholog- 
ical selection, not only for the1 varl- 


otic, capable of being carried away ty 
the enthusiasm of the moment; and 
then, when the impulse of'the moment 
is domlnantly one of sudden fright, 
they might start a. disastrous panic. 
Again, sending- the wounded-who have 
recovered back to th« battle, line may 
or may not be wise; only the psychol- 
ogist or the physician with a knowl- 
edge of psychology can tell. Perhaps 
the wound may 
have been healed, 
while the shock to the nervous sys- 
tem experienced has transformed the 
Boldier into permanent unfltness for 
that particular form of service. 
Pensioned Idleness Bad. 
"The disposition of Incapacitated 
soldiers, during the war and after, It 
one of the Questions which psycholo- 
gy must help to solve. Pensioned idle- 
ness may proye to be the very worst 
possible? solution. It may not only de- 
prive the state of useful services -but 
wreck, the individual soul by condemn- 
ing it to uselessness. . 


"Yes,. I am for the war. America 
must win. Things dearer than life 
itself are at stake—democracy, the 
American idea, the right of man to 
shape his own destiny. I love the Ger- 
man people and the German devotion 
to silence. I love their culture—not 
the kultur, which is a hybrid creation 
of science and militaristic megalo- 
mania—and I hope the time is not far 
distant when we may sit down with 
the great minds among pur present 
enemies to face and solve our common 
problems. 
^In the meantime our nation could 
not do different than it has done. And 
if the American idea is to become tri- 
umphant, we must match strength, 
with strength and 
knowledge with 
knowledge. We must emulate Ger- 
many in one respect by calling to the 
national service-all the scientists we 
can muster, In whatever branch of 
scientific research they have 
hap- 
pened to.be engaged."

Household Hints 


TO PRESERVE STRAWBERRIES. 
Specialists in commercial handling 
and preserving of fruits iri the bureau 
of chemistry. United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, have worked out 
the 
following 
accurate 
directions 
(which may be applied also to house- 
hold conditions) for preserving straw- 
berries so that just enough syrup of 
the proper consistency can be made 
In advance. 
With this amount of 
syrup the berries can be packed at- 
tractively without floating and 
no 
syrup will be left over, which in many 


cases means an important saving in 
sugar. 
Sterilize ' Jara—'While the 
berries 
and syrup are cooking, place 
the 
empty clean jars and caps in. tepid 
water and bring to a boll, and allow 
to boil for at least fifteen minutes. 
Remove the Jars from the water only 
as they are-'to be filled, and the caps 
only when they are to be placed 0:1 
the jars. Simply drain jars and caps; 
do not wipe them. One of the inex- 
pensive jar liners will be convenient 
in bP-ndlfng the hot jars. 
Sterilizing (Rubber ' Rings—Do 
not 
boil lubber rings any length of time. 
Just before placing them on the jars 
dip tbe rings for a moment into :L 
quart of boiling water Into which one 
teaepoonful of bicarbonate of soda has 
been added. 


STRAWBERRY PRESERVE 
Recipe No. 1. 
SYRUP—Add thirty-five ounces of 
sugar to one-half pint of wa_ter; bring 
to a boll and skim. 
PRESERVING—To this amount of 
syrup add .exactly 
2«4, 
pounds 
of 
washed, capped and stemmed straw- 
berries Boil the'fruit until it regis- 
ters 222 degrees F. oh a candy or 
chemical thermometer. If no ther- 
mometer Is available, boil.unt.il the 
syrup IB very heavy—about as thick 
as mclassee. Remove scum from tne 
preserves.
